tin1 most interesting ever held in this 
district, and Rev. Hayden II. Allen, 
pastor of the Seymour church, re­ 
ceived many compliments as to the 
manner in which tin* arrangements for 
the Conference were made.

address 
Tuesday 
evening was given by Dr. Harry An­ 
drews King, president of Moores Hill 
College, and was one of the most elo­ 
quent addresses ever heard in the 
local church. He spok e upon an edu­ 
cational subject 
and showed very 
clearly tin* necessity of a college 
t raining. 
At the meeting Tuesday afternoon!

the program was carried out as was 
announced. The committee having in > 
charge thi* course of study reported ! 
that C. J. Galbraith, of Frank lin, and 
John Anderson, of Ogilville, had ta- { 
k en successfully the ex amination for J 
the first year’s work and recommended

that they be advanced to the second ; 
year. 
At tin* same session twenty-; 
five ministers were relieensed.

The district su­ 
perintendent, Dr. M. B. Hyde, will act 
as chairman. 
Thy committee on the admission on 
trial to the Annual Conference rec­ 
ommended that \V. K. Brown, of Bean 
B l os s om ;

At the s e s s i on s Tuesday afternoon 
and this morning a number of reports 
were given by the different pastors 
and delegates, and the annual reports 
filed with the clerk . Rev. K. F. Schnei­ 
der. 
The rejKirt by the district clerk was 
given this afternoon. 
It showed that 
during the year there were DGli con­ 
versions in the district. 
During the 
same period there were 6B5 members to 
join the church by probation and 19 5 


by letter, mak ing a total of 810 new 
members for the district. The report 
shows that the Methodist ministers 
of the district performed 701 rnar- 
j riage ceremonies during the year; 28.) 
members are subscribers to t lie Wes­ 
tern Christian Advocate and 249 to 
j the Kpworth Herald. 
The report as 
[given was accepted and ordered to 
be made a part of the minutes. 
The committee on resolutions pre­ 
sented before the delegates a resolu­ 
tion ex pressing their appreciation of 
the service of the district superinten­ 
dent, Dr. M. B. Hyde. 
The ministers 
also put themselves on record as 
favoring the step made in the liquor 
campaign. 
They also pledged them­ 
selves to assist in every legitimate 
way in enforcing the local option law 
and ex pressed themselves as favoring 
this measure, as a step toward state- 
iwde prohibition. 
A resolution was also adopted stat­ 
ing that 
tin* visitors were highly 
pleased with the entertainment given 
while in this city, and ex pressed their 
thank s to the members of the church 
and to Rev. II. II. Allen for the invita­ 
tion to hold the meeting in this city. 
All the meetings have been well a t­ 
tended and much interest has been 
manifested in the addresses and dis­ 
cussions.

of his shop or of the adjoining room 
while he was away. 
He said that as 
lu* passed tlie open door he did not 
discover any fire whatever, nor de­ 
tect the presence of smok e. 
The firemen made a quick run to the ; 
place as soon a s the alarm was given, j 
and when they arrived found large j 
c l ou d s of smok e coming from the two 
rooms back of t lie shop. 
The dense 
smok e made it difficult to fight the fire 
as the firemen could remain in the 
rooms only a few minutes at a time. 
The men succeeded, however, in get­ 
ting the fire under control in a short 
time, and the articles of furniture 
which were ablaze wen* removed from 
the building. 
From all indications it seems that 
the fire started in the bed, for when 
the firemen arrived it was almost com­ 
pletely destroyed. 
There were sev­ 
eral other articles of furniture which 
were ruined by the fire and water. 
Several of the pieces of furniture 
were valued highly as family relics, 
One cherry bueau, which had belonged 
to Mrs. Margaret Heins, Mrs. Weil’s 
mother, was practically ruined in the 
fire. The l os s on the household goods 
is estimated at $200. with no insur­ 
ance. 
The building was damaged to 
the ex tent of $37)0. which is fully cov­ 
ered by insurance. 
It is not k nown how the fire started, 
as no one had been in the room to the 
k nowledge of Mr. Weil during the day. 
Mrs. Hill and family occupy the rooms 
on the second floor, hut they had not 
noticed any one about the building.; 
Some matches were found in an open 
box in the bureau drawer, and it is 
the belief of many that the fire was 
j 
caused by mice which had carried 
the matches to the bed. 
It 
h a s also 
been said that the fire was of incen­ 
diary origin,* but this is not generally 
believed by those who first saw the 
fire. 
When the firemen first arrived at j 
the building and it was discovered 
j 
that the bed was on fire it was feared , 
that Mr. Weil might have been in the! 
room as he oecassionally tak es a nap 


trial for the murder of Frederick 
M a nek , wit h whom he had a quarrel 
at a saloon, following him out to a 
pump afterward and stabbing him, 
a s the story is recalled here. He was 
indicted October 8, 1868, a few days 
after the alleged crime, and was tak en 
to New Albany seven days later. 
The raid by tin* Seymour “regu­ 
l a r s ” w a s made early on the morning 
of December 12. 
Halpin was in 
his 
cell and went crazy from fright when 
the mob of seventy-five or a hundred 
men brok e in and went grimly about 
their work of vengeance. 
At that time three of the Renos, of 
I a family of five, were strung up— 
1 Frank , William and Simeon—-Frank 
¡and William the eldest and youngest 
¡of the quintet, facing each other in 
¡death. 
Charles Anderson, another 
member of the gang, was k illed at the 
same time, but thi* fifth rope was not 
used because of tju* absence of the 
man for whom it was intended. 
The Reno lynching was the direct 
result of the Marshfield holdup, but 
several other robberies occurred about 
the same time and the countryside! 
was at tin* mercy of the outlaws for | 
months. 
The “regulators” carried 
out the work with remark able celerity 
and thorough organization. 
They 
took charge of the train at Seymour 
and ran it themselves, arrived at New 
Albany at 3 a. in. on the morning of 
December 12. 1868, did their work in 
an hour and by 4 o’clock they were 
away again and back to Seymour be- 
for daybreak . 
The sheriff (Fullen- 
love) refused to give up the k eys and 
was k nock ed down and badly hurt 
and when he attempted to escape 
ami get assistance he was fired upon 
and shot and badly wounded. 
The 
outside guard and a few others pres­ 
ent had easily been overpowered by 
tin* determined mob.

Chicago, July 20.— Ira G. 
formerly general manager of the B. 
& O. S-W., and for the past year 
president of the Monon railroad, was 
k illed by a burglar at 1 :30 o’clock tins 
morning. The murder occurred at the 
Riiwn summer home in Winnetk a, a 
suburb fifteen miles north of Chicago. 
Mr. Hawn was shot through the heart. 
The burglar forced open the base­ 
ment door and was heard prowling 
about the first floor by Mr. Hawn, who 
went downstairs to investigate. Mem­ 
bers of hi* family heard him say, 
“What do you want here?” and a 
shot was fired immediately afterward. 
When they reached the first floor 
Mr. Hawn was lying at the foot of 
the stairs with a bullet through his 
heart. 
The murderer escaped. 
The story of the shooting of Mr. 
Hawn was tlod by Ralph G. Coburn, a 
son-in-law of the victim. 
“Mr 
Rawn 
was 
awak ened 
by 
sounds on the first floor of the house,” 
be said. 
“He insisted upon going 
down to ascertain the cause, although 
Mrs, Rawn tried to persuade him not 
to do it. 
He descended the stairs and 
had barely reached the landing when 
every one in the house was awak ened 
by two shots fired in quick succession. 
1 rushed out, as did the others. 
We 
found Mr. Rawn lying in his night 
clothes. 
Blood was trick ling from 
his breast. He struggled, turned over, 
\ tried to speak and could not. We sent 
in a hurried call for a doctor. 
Mr. 
{Rawn died within five or six minutes 
after the shots had been fired. 
He 
did not regain consciousness. 
“We immediately summoned the 
Winnetk a police, and it was they who 
found the mark s on the door which 
| established the fact that the crime 
(had been committed by a burglar.” 
Mr. Rawn was fifty five years old, 
I having been born August 20, 1855, at 
Delaware, 0.

I he Columbus Republican Tuesday 
evening contains an ex tended state­ 
ment by Mrs. Ella Ilollowell Ruddick , 
sister of the late Mrs. H. W. Godfrey, 
in which she says: 
To flu* Public: 
Since Mr. Godfrey has appeared in 
public statement and several times be­ 
fore the public in print, it seems that 
it’s high time for the public to hear 
something from my side of the will 
of my dead sister. 
The public should now understand 
Hint the law, without any break ing of 
the will, gives to Mr. Godfrey one- 
third of the property left by his late 
wife, 
which amounts to 
probably 
something between $5,000 and $7,000; 
that from her, and my father’s estate 
should be considered, and is sufficient 
for a single man of his age without 
children, that in his own name is es­ 
timated to be worth financially be- 
tween $30,000 and $50,00o! 
Then, again, the contents of the will 
in itself shows that she aimed as she 
did to particularly will her husband 
out of as much as she could of her 
share of the property left by our 
father, and rather than for it to go 
out of t lie Ilollowell family. 
As for any undue influence coming 
from me: 
I have always, ever since 
a child, been under my sister’s care, 
land obedient to he rand look ed to, 
and upon her as a mother. Never in 
my life did I prevail upon my sister 
to do anything contrary to her views. 
The mak ing of her will was her own 
doings, without even a suggestion— 
from me—ex cept that I suggested to 
her not to put Mr. Easting in as ex ­ 
ecutor. 
My s i s t e r told me before she died 
that Mr. Godfrey told her that inas­ 
much as he bad everything of his 
arranged for some one or more of the 
Godfrey family, that he would be 
ashamed to tak e anything from the 
Ilollowell side of the house.

London.—In spite of the obstinate 
conversatism of the average farmer, 
much has been done to carry out Sir 
Oliver Lodge’s plan of utilizing elec­ 
tricity for reinforcing the fertility of 
plants. 
Weighed as a business proposition, 
Sir Oliver Lodge’s sy stem has justified 
itself, and what was tentative and ex­ 
perimental is now being taken up on 
commercial lines as a practical auxil­ 
iary of husbandry . 
Lionel Lodge, who has control of 
this department of Sir Oliver’s work, 
has explained the developments of the 
last y ear or two and the hope they af­ 
ford of further progress. 
“Have y ou ever noticed what 
a re­ 
markable impulse is given 
to 
the 
growth of crops by a thunderstorm?” 
asked Mr. Lodge. “That is the effect 
of the strongly charged atmosphere, 
and our object is to supply a similar 
stimulus sy stematically .

The new bu ilding has Ju st been formally 
dedicated and the fine equ ipment of machin­ 
ery and testing apparatu s which is to make 
Jt the most complete laboratory of its kind in 
the cou ntry is rapidly being installed. 
The 
u taff of some twenty gov ernment Inv estigators 
has already arriv ed and been established in 
the su ite of offices in the new bu ilding and for 
tome months hav e been deliv ering lectu res 
before the stu dents of forestry . 
In the new laboratory the United States 
forest serv ice and the Univ ersity of Wisconsin 
will co-operate in the inv estigations which 
will be made to solv e problems confronting the 
paper manu factu rers, lu mbermen, bu ilders and 
Qthers who deal with the produ cts of the 
American forests. 
The bu ilding itself, which 
cost some $50,000, and the site u pon which it 
stands, sou th of Univ ersity av enu e, between 
Camp Randall and the Chicago, Milwau kee and 
St. Pau l railroad tracks, were fu rnished by the 
u niv ersity . 
The equ ipment was fu rnished by 
the gov ernment at a cost of abou t $7 5,000 and 
the staff of inv estigators is also maintained 
by gov ernment appropriations. 
These men, 
In addition to their laboratory work, will de­ 
liv er lectu res in the regu lar forestry cou rse of 
the u niv ersity . The laboratories, too, althou gh 
dev oted chiefly to the gov ernment ex peri­ 
ments, are open to the facu lty and stu dents 
for adv anced research along the lines of stu dy 
u ndertaken by the ex perts. 
The laboratory , which faces north on Uni­ 
v ersity av enu B, is a fine fireproof bu ilding of 
dark brown trick, trimmed with white Bed­ 
ford stone and roofed with red tiles, with a 
18 0-foot frontage and a depth of 80 feet. 
Im­ 
mediately east of the bu ilding a priv ate spu r 
from the railroad carries the lu mber into the 
laboratory y ards. 
A derrick is to be erected 
north of the track for u nloading the big logs 
and stu mps for the ex periments from the flat 
cars. Immediately opposite, sou th of the track. 
Is to be installed a small sawmill with a saw 
which will cu t timbers u p to 20 feet in length. 
Already logs of lojg-leaf, short-leaf and lob­ 
lolly y ellow pine hav e been sent in to the 
laboratories by lu mbermen and paper manu ­ 
factu rers at Kenwood, La., Hattiesbu rg, Miss., 
Thornton, Ark., and spru ce logs from the 
Maine woods. 
A nu mber of fat pine stu mps 
for the tu rpentine, rosin and alcohol tests hav e 
•also been receiv ed. 
Sheds for air dry ing the lu mber line the 
west side of the y ard, which is to be graded 
and cov ered with cinders. 
Immediately back 
of the bu ilding is a deep, cement-lined pit to 
hold the creosote to be u sed In ex periments 
u ntil it is pu mped ou t into the laboratory 
tanks. 
The problem of making a satisfactory print 
paper from materials other than spru ce and 
hemlock is one which will receiv e particu lar 
attention, and for this pu rpose a complete 
paper making plant has been made a part of 
the 
laboratory equ ipment. 
Ev ery 
process, 
from the breaking of the wood into chips for 
the first treatment by soda and su lphite solu ­ 
tions to the final ru nning of the sheets of 
pa per throu gh the calendering rolls to pro­ 
du ce a finished su rface, will be followed care- 
(tully , so that the resu lts o f su bstitu tion o f 


v ariou s woods for the u su al materials will be 
noted at each stage of manu factu re. 
Both soda and su lphate processes of treat­ 
ment of the chips will be u sed and the lab­ 
oratory will make its own su lphite liqu or in 
a v at adjacent to the digestors, in which the 
wood is cooked by steam u ntil the lignin is 
all dissolv ed and only the cellu lose left. 
A 
blast of high-pressu re steam driv es the chips 
aealnst the side of the digestor, fu rther di­ 
v iding the cellu lose fibers, and then the w'hole 
mass is pu mped ou t by a centrifu gal pu mp 
into a tank in which it is stirred u ntil the 
fiber is still fu rther broken u p. 
Ov er and 
ov er it is ru n throu gh “riffler” trou ghs and 
ov er screens where su ction draws ou t the 
fiber to be u sed and leav es behind the small 
chips, splinters and other waste. 
When the liqu or has been washed ou t of 
it in a washer driv en by an electric motor (a 
contriv ance mu ch like the hou sewife’s wash­ 
ing machine) it is pu t into a press and the 
water is squ eezed ou t of it. Su ch of the pu lp 
blocks from the press as are not wanted im­ 
mediately are then in conv enient form to store 
away on shelv es. 
After going throu gh the beating engines 
the refined pu lp is ru n on to the screens of the 
paper machine and taken u p by felt rollers, 
from which it goes to wooden rollers and then 
between metal rollers to the steam-heated 
dry ing dru ms, where the wet sheet is ru n back 
and forth u ntil it is ready for the final smooth 
finish of the hot steel calendering rolls. 
Any 
grade of paper can be made on this machine, 
from the rou ghest brown paper to fine cor­ 
respondency paper. In a ru nning sheet 15 
inches wide, and ev en a water-marking dev ice 
is attached, so that the impression can be 
made on the wet shefet before it goes throu gh 
the rollers and on to the winding dru m at the 
end. 
How to make timber last longer by protect­ 
ing it with preserv ativ es from the v ariou s 
borers and fu ngou s 
growths 
which 
attack 
wood will be another important problem to 
w;hich considerable time and laboratory space 
are to be giv en. 
Beneath the bu ilding is a great pit, heated 
by steam to a temperatu re most fav orable to 
rot, and th$re, in separate glass compartments 
all abou t the walls, are to be samples of tim­ 
bers with the v ariou s fu ngou s growths and 
animal and insect enemies of the wood at­ 
tached. 
The progress of their effect u pon the 
w’ood will he closely watched and compared 
with that of the same pests u pon samples of 
the wood treated with different preserv ativ es, 
prepared and applied in the room abov e. 
A big sky light and many windows make 
the preserv ativ e laboratory an ex cellent place 
to work and ev ery facility is prov ided for test­ 
ing the v ariou s forms of preserv ativ es and 
antiseptics to protect timbers, su ch as those 
in 
mines and water-front piers, w'hich are 
mu ch su bject to the attack of minu te animals 
and plants. 
Into two great treatment cy linders the tim­ 
bers arb shov ed and steam pu mps force the 
oil from tanks abov e at high pressu re into the 
cy linders. 
When no more oil will enter the 
cy linder, ev en u nder 150 pou nds pressu re per 
squ are inch, it is drawn off and again retu rned 
to the tanks and measu red. 
The difference 
between the amou nt drawn o ff and that origi­ 
nally forced in, dedu cting the o il collected

fu rther means of calcu lating the oil absorbed. 
In a small cy linder the preserv ativ e may be 
applied at a pressu re of 6 00 pou nds per squ are 
inch for smaller specimens and the resu lting 
protection can be compared with that of the 
lower pressu re preserv ativ es. 
Open tanks are prov ided for tests of pre­ 
serv ativ es that do not requ ire pressu re. These 
are heated with steam coils and an iron cage 
hu ng abov e lets the railroad ties or other 
timbers down into the hot oil. 
By a trolley 
arrangement the cage can be lifted and ru n 
across to other tanks filled with cold oil, so 
that it is not necessary to pu mp ou t the hot 
oil and replace it with the cold, as in lab­ 
oratories where there is bu t one set of tanks. 
All abou t the inner walls of the preserv a­ 
tiv es laboratory are ranged shelv es to accom­ 
modate the samples of wood for treatment and 
those already su bmitted to the different forms 
of protection against rot and other attacks. 
What woods will best stand v ariou s kinds 
of strain, in bridges, bu ildings and different 
stru ct ires will be determined in the timber 
testing 
laboratory , where 
two 
sev en-horse­ 
power motors fu rnish the electric cu rrent to 
ru n the machinery . 
In the torsion machine timbers can be 
twisted u ntil the strain reaches 30,000 inch- 
pou nds. 
Fiv e “Univ ersal” testing machines 
are prov ided to test the strength of different 
woods u nder slow pressu re, one hav ing a ca­ 
pacity of 100,000 pou nds, another twice that, 
and three other small« * ones 30,000 pou nds. 
To see what su dden strains oak, pine, 
maple and different woods will withstand a 
Hatt-Tu rner impact machine was bu ilt In the 
machine shops of the Pu rdu e u niv ersity and 
sent to the forestry laboratory for ex peri­ 
ments. It can be so gau ged that the hammers, 
ranging in weight from 50 to 250 pou nds, can 
be dropped from heights u p to six feet u pon 
the beam or block of wood, ex erting a su dden 
pressu re of hu ndreds of pou nds. 
In a laboratory where so mu ch machinery 
is In constant u se there mu st be facilities for 
instant repairs. 
For this pu rpose one end of 
the laboratory is fitted u p into a machine 
shop. 
Here, too, mu ch labor is sav ed by u se 
of electricity to ru n the engine lathe, milling 
machine and other necessary apparatu s. 
Be­ 
side the anv il there is a gas forge for heating 
and tempering steel. 
The equ ipment of the wood shop, where 
timbers and samples of wood are to be pre­ 
pared for tests, is v ery complete. 
Steam heated ov ens for dry ing wood, In 
order to test the shrinkage, warping tenden­ 
cies and water content of different woods are 
a part of the laboratory equ ipment, and a por­ 
tion has also been set off for a seasoning 
room. 
In this connection, in another laboratory , 
tests will be condu cted to discov er the heat 
condu ctiv ity of different woods, to assist in 
the work of the kiln dry ing and preserv ing 
tests. 
Stu mps and other resinou s portions of the 
trees now* bu rned as trash will be pu t into 
stills and retorts and the tu rpentine, tar and 
gases will be ex tracted, carried off, separated 
and refined into the v ariou s commercial prod­ 
u cts. 
If methods of doing this economically 
can be fix ed u pon, the problem of u tilizing 
mu ch of the big pine trees now wasted will 
be solv ed. 
All of the many chemical tests made neces­ 
sary by the work of the different departments 
will be centered in a big chemistry laboratory 
on the second floor, where eight large win­ 
dows on the east and sou th fu rnish admirable 
light, and ®ight stone tables, besides those 
ru nning all abou t the room beneath the win- 


dows, giv e room for the apparatu s and ex peri­ 
ments. 
As some of the tests will produ ce strong 
fu mes, there are tables encased in glass with 
hooJs and v entilators abov e to carry off the 
smells and small doors throu gh which the 
ex perimenters will work. 
A corner room is set apart for special work 
in distilling tu rpentine and other produ cts 
and special u nlighted space i3 prov ided as a 
chemicals storage room. 
Still other u nlighted 
spaces are reserv ed 
as 
photographic 
dark­ 
rooms and record v au lts ff>r the safe keeping 
of the v alu able reports of the work done. 
One of the most interesting offices is that 
of the pathologist who has charge of the ex ­ 
periments with the fu ngi and other enemies of 
the woods. 
Upon his desk are large collec­ 
tions of glass tu bes containing cu ltu res of ev - 
j 
ery sort of v egetable growth which feeds u pon 
wood fibers, and samples of all the minu te 
animalcu lae which attack timhers. 
Many he I 
secu red last su mmer In his v isits to mines in 
different parts of the cou ntry , since one of 
the greatest sou rces of the dangerou s mine 
cav e-in is the destru ction of su pports by these j 
little enemies. 
A large drafting room, lighted from the 
north and east, a library and filing room, a 
lectu re hall and a su ite of 17 offices for the 
staff officials and their clerks and stenogra­ 
phers complete the bu ilding arrangements be­ 
low and in the attic a space for storing mate­ 
rials which cannot be left in the open y ard 
and which Is reached by an elev ator from the 
basement. 
The gov ernment will appoint to regu lar 
w’ork in the laboratory , as an addition to the 
present staff, sev eral of the stu dents who hav e 
been doing forestry work the past winter at 
the Univ ersity of Wisconsin. 
The forestry lectu re cou rse of the u niv er­ 
sity , ju st closed, inclu ded this y ear, besides 
the regu lar work u nder State Forester E. M. 
Griffith, lectu res by W. L. Hall, assistant for­ 
ester at the Washington office; R. S. Kellogg, 
who holds a similar position; 
Franklin H. 
Smith, in charge of the wood u tilitization 
office of the gov ernment at Chicago; H. F. 
Weiss and H. S. Bristol, assistant directors of 
the new laboratory ; L. F. Hawley , in charge 
of the wood distillation of the laboratory , and 
Frederick Du nlap, in charge of the kiln dry ing 
inv estigations. 
At the time of the formal dedication of the 
laboratory the v ariou s departments of the gov ­ 
ernment work were in fu ll operation, that the 
v isitors may see the actu al work In progress— 
ju st how paper is made; how timbers 
are 
tested; how stu mps are distilled, and how* the 
little marine animals are prev ented from bor­ 
ing throu gh shipping.

people, 
mostly Americans, but here and there 
a Canadian. 
There were 110 warships 
in the harbor to fire a presidential sa 
lute, but two v eterans of the civ il war, 
one with a flowing white beard, tru n­ 
dled out an ancient muzzle-loader and 
laboriously filled her up and shot the 
twenty-one guns th at is paid the chief 
executiv e. 
Betore he spoke the presi­ 
dent and m em bers of the party were 
driv en through the town.

ry Mayor G arnett introduced the pres­ 
ident.
